Oaution is hereby given 
that the Beacons constructed on the’Sand Heads are 
not in@§nded as marks for the Navigable waters of the 
Channel but to indicate the locality of the several 
buoys. 

The old white buoy. bas been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, in 12 feet at low water, which must be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on the starboard hand.

The British | Columbian. 
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GOVERNOR SEYMOUR’S ADMINISTRATION, coyN- 
TRASTED WITH THAT OF HIS PREDECESSOR. 





~It is fitling that’ we should, upon this the eve 
of Governor Seymour’s departure on a visit to 
England, indulge in a brief review of His Excel- 
lency’s administration during the sixteen mouths 
he has directed the affairs of British Columbia’; 
and ‘in doing 80 we may be permitted to premise 
that the appointment of Governor Seymour and 
the modicom of representation which we postess 
are the immediate result of a\general and deep- 
rooted feeling of dissatisfaction with the policy 
and acts of his Excellency’ s predecessor, a feel- 
ing which found expression ii conventions, pe- 
titions, memorials, through the public press, and, 
last, not least, through the. more\potent medium | 
of a delegate, sent to England in the autumn of | 
1862. It would tend to no practical end to 
dwell at any length upon the early \ grievances | 
of this colony, and show why a previous adminis- 
tration was so extremely unpopular with all Bona 
fide British Columbians. Nor is it requiske that 
we should, as the whole matter may be, sutnmed | 
up in a few words ; 
ish Columbia persisted in residing in another 
colony, and in retaining there the staff of officials 
who were appointed to this colony, and who 
were drawing large salaries from its treasury ; 
his whole policy was obviously to make British 
Columbia, a mere adjanct—a feeder to Victoria; 
where all his property and private interests lay ; 
he ruled with ap arbitrary and despotic hand, 
treated with utter contempt every appeal from 
the people, hindered their petitions from reaching 
the Throne, and openly, and despite the strongest 
Temonstrances, squandered large sums of the 
pubjic revenue of the colony upon the promotion 
of schemes altogether foreign, and ingsome_in- 
stances directly antagonistic to~ its “interests. 
Nor did the Legislative Council prove an effec- 
tual check upon the Governor’s determination to 
administer altogether irrespective of the wishes 
of the people. The first session of that hybrid 
body was a ridiculous farce. Bills were intro- 
daced, embodyifig many of those great reforms 
for which the people had zealously striven for 
But the daring presumption of hon- 
orable members was quickly snubbed by a ukase 
to the effect that “ All bills»must originate with 
the Executive.” Thos crippled, all that the Legis- 
lature jcould do was to pass resvlutions re¢om- 


bills'to be introdaced by the Government. This 
they did ; and amongst otier measures-thus regom- 
mended were the new tariff, the export gold tax 
and the light ship at the Sandheads. Although

A pleasure party, includ- 
ing Mr. Withrow and family, left for Burrard In- 
let in the morning, full of joy and vigor, only to 
return in sadness and mourning. ;How truly 
has the inspired. penman said, ‘‘In the midst of 
life we are in death.” . The party, after spending 
some time in boating, visited the ship Aquila. 
The bell, which had struck the hour of 5 shortly 
after they went on board, attracted the little 
boy’s attention. While the party were in ‘the 
cabin the little fellow mounted the steps and 
canght the rope, probably with the purpose of 
ringing the-bell ; but losing his balance he fell 
backward through the open hatch, and was pick- 
ed up senseless at the bottom of the ship by the 
carpenter, who was engaged at work below. The 
fall was about 96 ft., and the chances of surviv- 
ing the.injaries were slight indeed. A messen- 
ger was dispatched to. the city, and in less than 
three hours from the’ time of the accident Dr. 
Black was on the spot, but only in time to wit- 
ness the last flicker of the vital spark. The 
poor little fellow was insensible from the time 
of the fall. The corpse was transferred to the 
str. Hope, which was alongside, having arrived 
afew minutes before the accident, with an ex- 
cufsion party on board, and was “brought home 
yesterday, accompanied by weeping parents and 
sympathizing friends; The flags in the city were 
put at half-mast yesterday out of sympathy for 
the affair. We feel it due to Capt. Sayward, of 
the Aguilla, to mention his untiring exertions to 
render every service in his power under the dis- 
tressing ciredmstances. Capt. Sayward came 
ronnd with the Hope yesterday. We ere reqnes- 
ted to state that the funeral will leave Mr. With- 
row’s residence for the Cemeteryjat 3 o’clock p. 
m. to-day, to which all friends and the public 
generally are invited.
